TREE-PLANTING AT THE CAPITOL, 


The New Terraces—Trees and Shrubbery 
in the Grounds. 

During the long recess the capitol has 

been nicely seoured and polished all 


over, and the new congress finds it as 
white and smoeth and shining as a 


freshly planted gravestone. The marble 
surface had begun to weather into a 
texture to hold the mellowed light in- 
stead of reflecting it back from the glit- 
tering points and streaks and patches as 
from burnished metal, and the staring 
white had begun to cloud into soft 
grays, When the usual resolution to scrub 
the building's exterior was passed. The 
reason for whitening up the walls to 
make the masses of shadow appear less 
profound and all the recesses more shal- 
low has not been revealed. Meanwhile 
the architectural terrace on the north of 
the capitol has been completed, as has 
that on the south side, with the excep- 
tion of some surface details, and it is 
evident now how the dignity and no- 
bility of the entire structure are sus- 
tained and augmented by the broad-set 
solidity of the base. It is plain, too, that 
the grading of the grounds, when it is 
completed, strengthens the architectural 
purpose and effect of the work. 

In the planting there is little of what 
is known as landscape gardening, al- 
though the art with which a breadth of 
open greenmsward with surrounding 
masses of foliage has been secured on 
the west front of the capitol’s north 
wing is noteworthy. But the prevailing 
purpose has been to reveal and set forth 
the commanding proportions of a mon- 
umental building. From every line of 
approach it can be seen, with nothing 
to obstruct the sight or distract atten- 
tion, and from many points it is pre- 
sented in a fitting framework of foliage 
to detach it from surrounding objects, 
while a drapery or background of trees 
has been arranged to bring out its lines 
with distinctness. Prov'sm for crowds 
of people on grand occa di@ms like the in- 
auguration of a presiden® geguires large 
paved areas, and many pa@iy are needed. 
But belts of shrubbery, without being 
high enough to ebstruct the view, have 
been disposed so as to mask the walks 
and overcome the hard, stony effect they 
would otherwise produce. 

The street trees, of which people here 
are justly proud, naturally come into 
mind whenever any public planting at 
the capital is thought of. In ne other 
city of the country have trees been so 
generally used, and nowhere else have 
they succeeded so well. It has been ob- 
jected to them that they are too close 
together, but there are two sides to this 
question, [tis an undeniable misfor- 
tune, however, that so large a= propor- 
tion of brittle, soft wooded species like 
poplar and silver maple were selected. 
It has been prephesied, too, that they 
are now at their best, because the soil is 
sterile, A little of this was removed 
where each tree was set, and its place 
was filled with rich loam. 

The trees must have already taken up 
most of the nutriment contained in this, 
and the fear is that the roots will tind 
scant feeding hereafter. But it will be 
time enough totake up this lamenta- 
tion when deterioration begins. Trees 
planted here years ago are flourishing, 
as can be seen in the fine growth on the 
Smithsonian greunds. The grouping of 
these trees, by the way, adimnirable, 
and this is not surprising, for it was the 
work of no less a master of his art Chan 
4. J. Downing. The adjacent grounds 
of the agricultural department would 
much more satisfactory if 
they had been designed by some one 
with Dowfing’s genius. The selection 
of some American tree for the broad 
avenue would have had a certain ap- 
propriateness in such a place, but if an 
Asiatic species was needed a better av- 
enue tree than the gingko, with its stuff 
and angular way of branching could 
have been selected. There are many 
rarer and interesting specimens in this 
attempt at an arboretum, but the 
grounds are too small or the number of 
trees is too great. Even now, when 
the trees are most half grown, they are 
crowding each other, and many of the 
finest young oaks, for example, will 
soon be  hopelessiv distiggured.—Wash- 
ington Cor, New York Tribune.

So 
abundant are they—and, happily, the 
place is so far removed from the route 
of the average tourist—that one can 
scarcely walk over these fields without 
treading upon them, and a day's diligent 
search is sure to be well rewarded. In- 
deed, gods and goddesses are at a dis- 
count here, and dozens of them may be 
bought fora few cents. Every native 
hut has its collection awaiting 4 pur- 
chaser, and the exceedingly low price 
required is sufficient proof that they 
were not made to order.—Fannie Bb.

This is an old proverb, another version 
“He that hath too many 
irons in the fire, some of them will 
burn.” This morsel of metaphorical 
wisdom, evidently the work of a black- 
smith, is, of course, intended as a warn- 
ing against undertaking too much, and, 
at first sight, sounds like a prudential 
maxim, well adapted to secure effi- 
ciency and singleness of aim on the part 
of all workers.

Both their combinations and _ their 
execution are such as perplex and 
startle little minds, and lead them to re- 
peat in full chatter much such petty 
maxims as the one now under considera- 
tion. It is by such men that human 
progress is advanced, inventions and 
discoveries are made, fortunes are won, 
and all valuable improvements and re 
forms are achieved.— Boston Budget.
